Flour 
can be obtained from .New Nexico at nine dol- 
lars per sack, while Hour ftoiu the States cuu be 
had tor fifteen dollars. 

The Indians are not troublesome in the least. 
They are more quiet and orderly than many ot the 
Shawnees and other Indians, and are willing to 
trade with any one.

The ground Mr. Foote took was, that Gen. 
Walker's expedition being illegal, and so consid 
ered by this gurei-nincrt, Com. Paulding acted 
commendab.lT without the spirit of his instruction 
in suppressing it, inasmuch as our jurisdiction fol- 
lows the flag w herever it floats, and all under it 
are responsible thereto. The instructions were 
equivocal as to time and place, and the maimer 
of executing the orders must necessarily be left 
to circumstances. He did the very thing he was 
ordered to do— broke up an unlawful expedition, 
saved Nicaragua from rapine and bloodshed, and 
sustained the honor of his country. If Capt. 
Chatard did wrong in not preventing General 
Walker from landing, Commodore Paulding did 
right in removing them when landed. Besides, 
to interfere with tbtm within the w aters of San 
Juan Bav would have been as much ol an infringe- 
ment of the jurisdiction of Nicaragua as arrest- 
ing on shore. In short, he executed in a plain, 

practical, in sense way, the professed object 

ol his instructions, and it is humiliating to see 
this government, before the world, disavowing, 
on verbal quibbles, the acts of its subordinates, in 
carrying out orders so vague and indefinite that 
110 one can understand them. Whether purposely 
vague, he would not inquire, but the impression 
that the Cabinet at Washington winked at the ex- 
pedition is strengthened by General Walker hal - 
ing been bio.ight into the presence of the Execu- 
tive and graciously discharged, and told to go at 
large, unwhipped of justice, instead of being 
handed over to the tribunals as a filibuster and 
sent to the penitentiary. 

The words of the President, that Commodore 
Paulding committed a grave error, seem to cover 
the chagrin which lie must not all express, but 
cannot all conceal. 

Mr. Foote said he personally knew but little of I babia answer me a question! 
Commodore Paulding, but, (con the papers before ,\lr. Houston — Yes 
him, he had formed a favorable opinion of him, 
both as an officer and as a man. He would not 
go the length of his friend from Wisconsin, to 
vote Kim a sword or a medal, but would do what 
would be more acceptable to a man of his stamp, 
vote the recognition of him as a gallant a.,d 
faithful servant of the Republic. 

Mr. Crittenden, of Ky., followed, showing that 
Commodore Paulding committed no error what- 
ever. What would have been thought of him. if 
lie had sheltered himself behind the letter of his 
instructions and failed to prevent the success of 
the filibusters? The spot on which Commodore 
Paulding landed was not Nicaragua's. It had 
been conquered and was held by the strong hand, 
and the sovereignty of Nicaragua had been al- ) 
ready displaced; so, if any neutrality was violat- 
ed, it was Walker's, and the attack on him was 
the arrest of justice upon a criminal. There is j 
no breach of neutrality when a country is entered 
with the consent of its government Finallv, 
Mr Crittenden, as an American citizen, thanked 
Commodore Paulding for the bold and heroic man- 
ner in which he fulfilled bis duty and preserved 
the peace of the world. 

Mr. Hun er. of Va., here made another attempt 
to bring up the Indian aporopriation bill. 

Mr. Doollttle, of Wis., urged the continuance 
of th<? debate. 

Mr. Seward, N. Y-, had not coincided with his 
friend from Wisconsin (Mr. Doolittle) in the reso- 
lution to bestow a medal on Commodore Pauld- 
ing, because he thought he had made himself a 
place in history, and such reward was superfluous; 
but, as one act of justice, he would now propose, 
by a joint resolution, that the President be di- 
rected to intervene fur the defense of Commodore 
Paulding in the tUiM brought against him arising 
from the performance of his duty. 

Mr. Hunter here succeeded in calling up the 
Indian appropriation bill, by a vole ot 22 yeas to 
1G nays. 

The only feature of the discussion on the bill 
was the amendment from the Finance Committee, 
looking to the future abolition of the reservation 
system. 

The Senators from Texas and California op- 
posed the amendment, and explained that the re 
serration, although new and expensive, is indis- 
pensible to the existence of the Indians, and its 
abolition or limitation w ill force them for subsis- 
tence to depredate on the whites and produce a 
general Indian war. The amendment was, how- 
ever, adopted. 

Another amendment was also adopted repeal- 
ing the clause of the Indian intercourse act which

Twenty-six re- 
ports had been made in favor of those claims. The 
hill had passed the Senate five times, and the 
House twice, and it had been twice vetoed; once 
because of the preasure on the Treasury during 
the Mexican war, and the other tin-e under, as he 
believed, a misapprehension ot the facts.

Report of the House Committee on the 
Cuban Question. 

Washington, Jan 30th. — The report recently 
made by Mr. Branch, from the Committee on I 
Foreign Affairs, traces the several acquisitions by I 
the United States from tbe close of the revolu- 
tion. The report es i mates the present commerce j 
in the Gulf at $JOO,000,000, independently of 
the coastwise trade between the Atlantic mid 
Pacific, which, to cross at Teliuantepec, must 
pass through the Gulf; and expresses the opinion 
that in a few vears the trade will amount to j 
(500,000,000. The question is asked whether 
those nations which have for an adequate consid- 
•ration placed us in a position rendering the free ! 
use of the Gulf a necessity to us, can justly re- 
fuse any concessions necessary to secure enjoy- | 
ment. The report shows from the position of I 
Cuba in reference to the Gulf and trade of our j 
navigators, that it commands the trade of all the | 
Gulf ports, just as completely as Louisiana does I 
that of Mississippi, and that it is as important to 
remove Spain from Cuba now, as it was to remove ! 
France from Louisiana in 1803. It comments on i 
the action and motives of Napoleon Bonaparte 1 
in 1803, and contrasts with it the uniform reluc- 
tance of Spain to make amicable territorial ar- 
rangements w ith us while making no objection to I 
sell territory to France and England. Louisiana I 
and Florida were transferred and re-transferred 1 
time and again, between Spain, France, and Fng- ! 
laud, almost like a personal chattel, but w hen 
Florida became necessary to us, Spanish pride re- 
volted, and we could not buy it on my terms- 
The report cites certain acts passed by Congress 
in 181 1 and 1812 in secret session, instructing the 
President to seize Florida, and, placing the 
army and navy at his command, and appropriating 
money for the purpose. It approves the senti 
ment of the President that we would not acquire 
Cuba except by honorable negotiation, unless 
compelled to do so by the imperative and over- 
ruling law ol self- preservation.

That while we re- 
cognize no right on the part of the Federal Gov- 
ernment or any other law making power, save 
that of the State wherein it exists, to interfere 
with or disturb the institution of slavery where it 
is established or protected by State legislation, 
we do hold lhat Congress has the power to pro- 
hibit tbe foreign traffic, and that no legislation 



condition of the treasury, had the President re 
commended the sale of territory to pay our debts, 
instead of untold millions to buy more territory. 

Mr. Smith, of Teim., delivered a speech upon 
one made by Mr. Sherman, of Ohio, last May, 
showing that the lat ter made a mistake of twenty- 
one millions in his estimate as to the public debt 
and the requirements of the government.

which Mr. Lowe levelled his pistol and it snapped. 
Mr. Mayo reiterated his remark that Mr. Lowe 
was a coward, and Mr. Lowe then fired at him 
with a self-cocking English pistol, at a distance 
of about 50 feet, his ball barely missing Mr. 
Mavo, who then left. 

About two hours after tbe above occurrence 
Mr. Mayo approached Mr. Lowe on the street, 
and violent language passed between them, and 
it was expected that another shooting affray 
would take place, as each of the parties confess- 
ed to the other that he was armed. We very 
much fear fatal consequences w ill follow, though 
we do hope that a reconciliation may be brought 
about between them. We hesitate not to express 
our full confidence in the discretion and gallantry 
of Mr. Lowe- We believe him to be a man who 
earnestly endeavors to do what is rii;ht, and we 
know that when a host of enemies have in times 
past endeavored to kill him, and terrify him, that 
he never flinched. He is most respected by those 
who know him bes'., nnd although he has three 
times been indicted for shooting with intent to 
kill, ill Hancock county, he never sought a change 
of venue, and was acquitted each time by a jurv 
of his neighbors. We are pleased to learn, more- 
over, that in the affair just narrated, Mr. Lowe 
showed a commendable disposition to avoid a dif 
message was ! ficulty.
